ALL-AMERICAN WINNERS FOR 1958 


MARIGOLD PETITE—Petite Orange and Petite Gold are All-America winners of 
bronze medals for 1958 in a new class of extra dwarf double French Marigolds. 
The Petite strain is distinctly different from any other class of Marigold, being 
especially bred to remain dwarf under conditions where most Marigolds tend to 
grow rangy and wild, with late flowering tendencies. The Petite strain produces 
an abundance of very early blooms with a long blooming period. Plant habit is 
compact, 6"' tall and 10"' wide, with flowers borne in great profusion. Over 50 
blooms per plant in full flower at one time, have frequently been counted. Makes 
an ideal edging plant, in either of the four strains, because flowers cover the plants 
until no foliage is visible.

This soft shade of light salmon pink 
brings an exquisite newcolor to this most popular class of petunia, which will com- 
bine well in any garden Setting and add a fresh touch of beauty throughout the summer.

PETUNIA PINK SATIN—Pink Satin, Fl hybrid multiflora, plant is globe shaped, 
dwarf and persistently compact. Flowers are a brilliant rose-pink, accentuated 
by a small white area deep in the throat of the bloom. Their color is every bit as 
dazzling as Red Satin, and part of that dazzling effect is due to the solid mass of 
blooms that cover the plants. You can scarcely see the foliage at all when bloom 
has reached its peak, and plants maintain that display week after week without 
splitting open.

PETUNIA PEACH SATIN—Peach Satin is of a salmon-pink color with unmatched 
satiny sheen. The newly opened flower is almost coral in tone and intensity, but 
as the petals expand, the color softens to match the rare and precious stone ce- 
lestial opal. (Horticultural Colour Chart reading 022/1.) Plants grow about 2" 
taller than Red Satin, but they maintain the characteristic globe shape, extreme 
floriferousness, and resistance to "splitting."

PETUNIA BLUE LUSTER—Blue Luster, like other Blue Petunias, isn't really 
blue, but this one displays an attractive series of shades during the life of the 
bloom. As the flower opens it is about the shade of Elk's Pride, fully opened 
flowers become a lighter hue with warm reddish undertones during hot weather, 
and the old flower silvers to a distinct mid-blue. The general effect is of a lighter 
and livelier blue than other strains. Blue Luster is quick to come into bloom, yet 
it remains in bloom persistently through the season and is likely to be the last 
grandiflora still in full flower in the trials. During this long blooming period it 
produces many more flowers, not only in total production but also at any given 
time than other blue types. Petals more widely spread and much less reflexed 
than any grandiflora blue you've ever seen. Plants are only one foot tall and spread 
to a width of two feet, but with the spreading of growth no barren area appears in 
the middle of the plant.
